A Grand Field for Both Prospector 
and Capitalist. # 


Though Nevada wiiners have for , 


vears past been scouting forth to Alas- 
ka, Mexico and Central America,.we 
have within our own boundaries, says 
the Lnterprise, a vast, region of coun- 
try that’ has hardiy been touched. 
Sume of our Comstocker@ are now delv- 
ing in‘thé mountains of Honduras and 
Central American countries, whlie 
here in Nevada we have an unexplored 
region much larger than the whole Re- 
public of Honduras. Twenty years ago 
some prospecting work was done in 
this region, but the men who went in 
there were possessed of only a small 
amount of capital, and there being no 
transportation facilities they were soon 
starved out. All the supplies had to 
be taken into the wi'd and distant 
camps on wagons or on the backs oi 
pack animals, and it would pay tosend 
nothing out except it were pure gold 
and silyer. 
About this time great strikes were 
eing made in Montana, Idaho, Ari- 


‘zona. New Mexico and other regions 


where there were better facilities for 
working mines, and this new section of 
Nevada was deserted. As the condi- 
tions in that region bave ever since re- 
mained the same as regards tran=*or- 
tation and iacilities for mining sad 
milling nobody has thought it worth 
while to go back there. Now, how- 
ever, there being a prospect that a rail- 
round will open up those wilds, partie: 
are again beginning to explore them. 

Among others who have been redis- 

covering tne country we hear of a party 
of inen from Co'orado, headed by Ar- 
thur W. Sewell, an expert mining 
man. After spending about sixty days 
in the wilderness Mr. Sewell and party 
have reached Sa't Lake City on their 
return. They were greatly pleased 
with what they found in Western Utah 
and Eastern Nevada. Mr. Sewell was 
interviewed by a reporter of the Salt 
Lake Tribune, to whom he gave a 
sketch of the various regions visited. 
+ Passing over what Mr. Sewell re- 
ports of mining sections of promise in 
Utah, we shall give a condensed 
sketch of what he hasto say of Nevada. 
Crossing the Nevada line he found at 
Kinsley some copper mines that were 
worked, as he says, “‘years and years 
ago,’’ some of the ores run very heavy 
in copper, but they were abandoned 
on account of the cost of transporta- 
tion, and they are now open to relo- 
cation. 

He says: ‘‘One lead mine here, the 
Morning Star, is owned by Salt Lake 
parties. They have shipped during 
the last year 550 tons of ore by way oi 
Toano. The mine is equipped with a 
whim and is developed 250 feet deep 
ona contact between lime and _ por- 
phyry. The ore is high grade, run- 
ning from 80 to 150 ounces in silver 
and from 40 to 50 per cent in lead. 
This is the only mine of the character 
opened in Kinsley, although it is tair 
to presume there are many such there, 
undiscovered, and for which little or 
no prospecting is done.
